THE CLOCK WINDER. 


A NEW YORK MAN WHO MAKES HIS 


LIVING AT THIS CALLING 


"Kims of Some of His Patronj Whose 
Timepieces He Looks After—Mystery of 
the Clock That Would Not Go on Friday. 
Twenty Clocks In One House. 
Clock winding seems a simple enough 


task to be performed by owners for 
their respective timepieces, but there are 
many people who find it sufficiently 
burdensome to make them delegate it to 
;oine one else Hence has arisen the 
profession of clock winder, which as 
yet claims probably fewer members 
Jiau any other calling in the city For 
some years jewelers have attended to 
the repairing of clocks which they sold 
and have even looked after the winding 
where this was especially desired, but 
hey never tried to obtain this kind of 
jnsiness, and it was done merely as an 
accommodation to their customers. Now 
here is at least one man in New York— 
there may bo more, though not many 
—whose only occupation -is the wind- 
ng, regulating and occasional cleaning 
if clocks for numerous families 
He 


makes daily rounds so as to cover his 
entire route, but he never visits the 
amo house of tener than once a week 
Ju that day his coming is expected, and 
ie has freo access to all the rooms, 
whether they are occupied at the time 


not 
Through the various halls and 


apartments he ooes, from the top of the 
' lonse to the bottom, winding the clocks 
nd giving a touch hero and there to a 
egulator where he finds it necessary 
Of course he does not pay any attention 
o the little nickel alarm clocks, which 
tin for only one day 
His care, being 


iven weekly, is spent upon the eight 
ay clocks of more expensive design and 
Torknianship 


The clock winder whom The Tribune 


eporter saw had several stories to tell 
boat the pursuit of his occupation 
'Some people are very particular about 
be striking of their clocks, " he said. 
They will as>k me if 1 can't arrange to 
ave all the timepieces in the house 
tnke together 
Now, as a general 


tiing, that is an impossibility, and I'll 
ell yon why Some clocks are arranged 
o strike unst half a minute before the 
our, some for a quarter of a minute 
efore, some for a few seconds after the 
our and so on You see if I fixed them 
o that they would strike together they 
would not bo exactly together in point 
f actual time, which is more important 
n one house on my list the family owns 
0 clocks 
Of these I suppose 6 or 6— 


erhaps more—strike in unison, and 
be others all within a minute My or 
ers in this house aro to have all the 
locks except one at precisely the cor- 
ect time This odd one is the timepiece 
n the bedroom of the mistress of the 
onse, and she wishes it kept three 


minutes fast I think that is the only 
nstance among my customers of any- 
ody who wants a clock perpetually 
ast, and I am very certain there is no 
ne who asks me to keep one slow 


"When 1 undertake the care of the 


clocks in a house, nobody else is nllow- 
d to touch them, and the servants in 
articular have orders never to move or 
nterfere with them in any way Some- 
iines this is done accidentally, and it 


hard to find out how the clock has 


eon mjnred. A lew months ago I lost 
ne of my best houses because there was 
ne clock which I could not seem to 
int in proper order 
I would take it 


way, clean it thoroughly and look to 
very smallest part of the mechanism 
Vpparontly it made no difference 
The 


lock positively refused to run right 
Tinally 1 gave it up, and that family 
.ad a mighty poor opinion of my abil- 
ties ns a clock repairer 


"£.ome weeks after that I came across 
clock in another house which acted in 


exactly the same way I was puzzled 
for awhile Finally I noticed that it al- 
ways stopped on Fridays. That was 
queerer than ever, until by chance I hit 
upon the solution of the mystery 
The 


ervant, while dusting the room on that 
day, was in the habit of passing her 
cloth along the mantle under the clock 
fhis would have made no difference 
with many timepieces, but this one had 
an open bottom, through which the tip 
ot the pendulum projected The dusting 
cloth just touched this enough to stop 
t The girl did not know what she had 
done, and thus the family were mysti- 
ied anew each week by finding that the 
clock would not go on Friday 
"1 clean all my clocks regularly once 


in two years, and in that YV ay keep them 
n proper running order 
Most people 


;hmk that it is just as well to let a 
clock run until it stops, faiily clogged 
up with dirt, but th,U isn't so. By that 
time it may be so bad that it will be 
m possible e per to make it run as aocu 
rately as it clid before 


1 am usually paid by the month to 


;ake entire charge of all the clocks in a 
iouso, it being understood that I make 
weekly visits 
Sometimes, though,

of the house I was telling yon of, where 
they have 20 clocks, they pay me $100 
annually for the work 
It takes a good 


deal of my time in tbe course of 12 
months, and I don't fill my pockets as 
fast as some folks seem to thjnk ]

HYPOCRITICAL 


CHI. 


The cry of "Nevada for Nevadaau," 


which is now being,reechoed by sev- 
eral newspapers in this State, ia tinct- 
ured more or less with hypocrisy. It 
was raised by the Republicans in tha 
last campaign for some purpose not 
generally taown, but the moment the 
President appointed a non-resident to 
an important Federal position, which 
several respectable citizens of 
the 


State were anxious to fill, the Republi- 
can howlers for home rale .subsided 
lest they might offend the appointing 
power and thereby lessen their own 
chances ol getting a slice of Federal 
pie. 


Ihe plain, undeniable truth is, that 


many of those who shout home rule 
and "Nevada for. Nevadans" do not 
mean what they say, and do what they 
can to drive psople from the State. 
Some of those make-believe 
home 


rulers sead out of the St-tle for almost 
everything they wear and eat if they 
can sava a - f e w . dolUrs by doing so. 
There are merchants and professional 
man, who are depending upon Ne- 
vadans for- a livelihood and yet send 
out of the State for the clothes which 
they wear, much of the food which 
they eat and the furniture for their 
homes, and then complain because 
businesa is dull in the State. 


Men are clamoring for home rale for 


Nevada who use their reasoning powers 
from one year's end to another and 
theii ballots at elections to kill one of 
the great industries of Nevada and 
drive everybody from the State except 
cattle and sheep herders and then 
shout "Nevada for Nevadans." 


Now it appears, that the receipts 


given taxpayers in several counties in 
the State are printed in San Francisco, 
Portland, Chicago or somewhere else 
outside the confines of Nevada. 
That 


ia "tha most unkindeat cat of all." A 
State law provides that all supplies 
and goods purchased for the State or 
any county in the State, shall be pur 
chased of resident 
merchants and 


business men of the State, whenever 
said merchants and business men are 
ready to supply such supplies and 
goods at an advance of not more than 
ten per cent over San Francisco prices, 
freight added. 
This act seems to be a 


dead letter in some of the counties, 
though it is adhered to by nearly all 
who purchase supplies for State insti- 
tutions. 
There' ia no penalty pre- 


scribed for a violation of the law, bat 
those who do violate' it should, be 
branded for defeat if they should be 
candidates for re-election. 


It is idle to talk about home rale un- 


less those in positions to.encourage 
home industries are forced by public 
opinion to patronize them. If wa Bend 
out. of the State for what wa can pur- 
chase at home, at a slight advance in 
price, ami our officials violate the law 
witfl impunity, a railroad freight office 
and an express office are all that is re- 
quired anywhere in |the State, 
There 


will be no necessity for factories or 
stores and we can import our officers 
as well as our supplies.

They Have Done Much to Bednce the Loss 


From Water at Fires. 


Mr. diaries T. Hill writes of "The 


Fire Patrol" in St. Nicholas, the final- 
paper in his series oil the New York fire 
department Mr Rill says; 


The "chemical engine," used consid- 


erably in the fire departments^ several 
cities, has aided materially in lowering 
the loss by water at small fires. The 
preparation carried in the tanks of these 
engines has a double advantage—not 
ouly does it extinguish a large body'of 
fire'with the use of a email amount of 
-.vnter, but tlie liquid itself evaporates 
quickly, leaving very little "drip" in 
the apartments or floors underneath the 
firo.The tanks of these engines are charg- 
ed with a solution of bicarbonate of so- 
da (baking soda) and water, with a 
small cylinder of sulphuric acid sus- 
pended at tho top. When the tank is in- 
verted, this acid is emptied into the 
soda aud water, and tho mixture at 


i once generates carbonic acid gas nt a 
great pressura 
Charging the liquid 


with this £us givesit tho necessary pros 
sr.re to drive it n considerable distance 
The hose is coiled around a ri'ol r.ii ti 11 
cf tho engine, aud always cnnuR-tnl 
with tho tanks, so when the firemen ur 
L-ivo at a fire all tliey have to do is to 
rnu off as much hose as they need, diu!

Breath Lost. 


In an article on the "Wonders of the 


World's Waste," William George Jor- 
dan, 
in The Ladies' Home- Journal, de- 


tails how science at the present day 
utilizes the ox, ' 'Not many years ago,>J 
he says, "'when an os •was slaughtered 
40 per cent of tho animal v.'its wasted. 
At the present time 'nothing is lost Vat 
its dying breath.' As but one third of 
the weight of the animal coii£'.;.ts of 
products that can be eaten, the question 
of utilizing the waste is a sprious one. 
The blood is used In refining BUJJ-J; 
i -i 


in sizing paper or manu:"::---h...\. .>...o 
doorknobs and buttons. The hide goes 
to the tanner; horns and hoofs are trans- 
formed into combs and buttons; thigh 
bones, worth |80 per ton, are cut into 
handles for clothesbrushes; fore leg 
bones sell for $80 per ton for collar but- 
tons, parasol handles and jewelry; the 
water in which bones are boiled is re- 
duced to . gluo; the dust from sawing 
the bones is food for cattle and poultry; 
the smallest bones are made into bone- 
black. Each foot yields a quarter of a 
pint of neatsfoot oil; the tail goes to the 
"soup," while the brush of hair at the 
end of the tail is sold to the mattress 
maker. The choicer parts of the fat 
make the basis of bntterine; the intes- 
tines are used for sausage casings or 
bought by gold beaters. The undigested 
food in the stomach, which formerly 
cost the packers of Chicago $80,000 a 
year to remove and destroy, is now 
made into paper. These are but a few 
of the products of abattoirs. All scraps 
unfit for any other use find welcome in 
the glue pot, or they do missionary 
work for farmers by acting as ferti- 
lizers. "

The minute a thing is brought within 
tho reach of machinery American man- 
ufacturers can pay their higher prices 
for- labor and still beat the world. 
With the low prices of labor in foreign 
countries handmade productions can be 
made cheaper in them. As a result of 
this there are toys of some kinds which 
in their completed state are partly 
American and partly foreign. Among 
these are toy vehicles wllh horses at- 
tached. The vehicles and everything in 
and about them may bo the product of 
American machinery, while the horse 
standing between the shafts may be 
from Germany.—New York Sun.
